MONONGAHELA, Pa.. March 3.—A _ se- 
rious riot is in progress at Elisworth, a 
mining town about eight miles from here. 
A special train with 60 armed deputies left 
at 3 o'clock for the scene of the_riot, and 
County Sheriff Pentacost and a dozen dep- 
utiles are tearing across the county from 
Weshington in automobiles. 

Several hundred Russians are reported orr 
tne rampage against the American miners, 
and much shooting has occurred.

From 1894 to 1991 not one single politi- 
cal affair was brought before a court of 
justice or an examining magistrate. All 
inquests were dealt with Dy police officers 
or functionaries of the ministry of the in- 
terior. As to the numbers of such cases, 
they are simply extravagant. Thup in 
193 no fewer than 1988 political cases, con- 
cérning 5590 persons, were opened, in addi- 
tion to all those which were pending. In 
the sameé vear 1522 inquests, involving 6450 
persons, were terminated. Out of this num- 
ber 1583 persons were liberated, 45 were 
sent before courtsmartial, and no fewer 
than 4867 persons were subjected to vari- 
ous penaities, including imprisonment, »in- 
flicted by the administration without the 
interference of any magistrate. Out of 
these no fewer than 1K@ were sent into 
exile, for terms up to 10 years, to variaus 
remote provinces of Russia and Siberia! 
Nothing on this scale was done even un- 
der Alexander III, the corresponding fig- 
ure for the last year of his reign being 
only 65 (in 1894). 

The judicial law of 1864 contained cer- 
tain guarantees against the arbitrary ac- 
tion of the police. But already in 1870 and 
1°75 the preliminary inquest was taken out 
of the hands of independent examining 
magistrates and was handed to the ordl- 
nary police and the state police officers. 
No fewer than 700 by-laws have been is- 
eved since 1864 for tearing the judicial law 
to pleces—limiting the rights of the courts, 
abolishing trial by jury in numerous cases, 
and so on. 

At the same time the exceptional laws 
promulgated during the last two reigns 
have given.te every police officer in every 
province of the empire the right to arrest 
every Russian subject without warrant, 
and to keep him imprisoned as a suspect 
for seven days—and much longer under va- 
rious other pretexts—without incurring any 
responsibility. Mors than that. It was 
publicly vouched at one of the lawyers 
meetings that when arresis are made en 
masse simple policemen receive in advance 
printed and signed warrants of arrest and 
searching, on which they have only to 
inscribe the names of the persons whom 
they choose to arrest! Let me add that 
all these resolutions and comments have 
been printed in full in both the provin- 
celal and the oMscow papers, and that 
the figures are those of official reports.
